AKBITRATION LAWS. 

Years must elapse before a perfect code 
of legislation for the adjustment of labor 
troubles and the regulation of railroads 
can be expected from Congresses and 
State Legislatures, each acting within the 
seope of its proper powers, In the mean* 
time we must make a beginning, and 
take what we can get until we 
can get something better, and trust 
to progressive amendments and im- 
provements in our first crude at- 
tempts, or even an approximation to the 
desired end will never bereached. The 
railroads found a way to defeat the opera- 
tions of the Thurman funding act, but its 
enactment by Congress and its affirmation 
by the Supreme Court vindicated the 
power of the Governmént and laid a sure 
foundation for further legislative and ex- 
ecutive action to protect the public inter- 
ests. And so it is with inter-State rail- 
road bills and all legislation providing 
means for the adjustment of strikes. They 
may be too tame, or apparently lame 
and impotent, but they will be better than 
nothing if they only make a beginning, 
and, by their failures, show what 1s 
needed. It is loudly asserted that the 
English arbitration law is a dead letter, 
but it is probable that the general resort 
to voluntary arbitration in England is 
largely due to the existence of the 
arbitration law. The compulsory ar- 
bitration ‘law of France has not 
prevented some protracted and dis- 
astrous strikes; it cannot compel the em- 
ployer to contfnue his business on a higher 
scale of wages than he chooses to pay, 
and it cannot compel the laborer to enter 
into a new engagement at lower wages 
than he is willing to work for. But it has 
brought about oompromises in nine- 
tenths of the cases in which the processes 
of the arbitration law were invoked, and 
thereby has done much good. In like 
manner the lamest of the pending meas- 
ures may do some good, indirectly or by 
leading to something better, if not direct- 
ly and of its own vigor.

A ROYAL TOURIST. 

It is interesting to note the different 
circumstances under which the Czar of 
Russia and the President of the United 
States travel, whether on business or in 
quest of pleasure. When the President 
took his holiday last summer and went 
dishing there was nothing in the manner 
of his going nor in his surroundings after 
reaching the scene of pleasure, to dis- 
tinguish him from a private citizen. He 
was without guards or attendants, with 
no imposing equipment for protection 
against apprehended attacks of dynam- 
iters ormosquitoes. There is no reason to 
doubt that his subsequent oral accounts of 
the fishing excursion were adorned withall 
the romanticinvention and fanciful embel- 
lishments that belong to the priceless pre- 
rogative of private citizenship. But it is very 
different with the Czar. He has just 
started on a tour of inspection and pleas- 
ure through the Crimea. The brief tele- 
gram announcing his start states that the 
railway route over which he will pass will 
be guarded by 100,000 men. It should be 
remembered also that this vast guard is 
not on hand to swell the pomp and 
heighten the splendor of the occasion, but 
to protect the life of the Czar. He can 
find no solitude so profound thatthe fear 
of assassination cannot intrude. The 
menacing spectre of the ambushed Nihi- 
list forever haunts him. Every possible 
precaution is taken to ward off possible 
dangers, and aroyal trip of business or 
pleasure inaugurates a military prepara- 
tion sufficient for the repulse of an alien 
invasion. The Emperor’s food must be 
tasted before he touches it; a pow- 
erful and faithful dog assists his 
immediate attendants in the work 
of guarding him; and it is rn- 
mored that, as a further precaution, 
he wears undershirts made at a black- 
smith shop and drawers made ata boiler 
factory. It remains to be seen how the in- 
habitants of the Crimea will welcome a 
royal ruler whose popularity among his 
subjects is attested by such marvelous 
precautions and such colossal preparations 
of defense against the possible attacks of 
Russian assassins. The Crimean trip of 
the Czar, with its varied accessories, 
should serve to make the inhabitants of 
republics satisfied with their surround- 


ings. 


AUDITING ACCOUNTS. 7 
Executive Document No. 78 is a volume 
of 450 pages in which are compiled the 
disallowed items in the accounts of dis- 
bursing officers, and it shows that Comp- 
trollers DURHAM and MAYNARD are two 
mighty important officials who are in 
a position to become exceedingly odious 
to other officials and employes of the 
Government. 

As it is their duty to sorutinize the items 
and vouchers on which disbursing officers 
settle with the Treasury, and to disallow 
every charge that is not properly 
avouched and lawfully payable, we find 
them disallowing a charge of 80 cents for 
palm-leaf fans by the Marshal of Ari- 
zona, a charge of 50 cents for eight 
bunches of toothpicks by the Marshal of 
the District of Columbia, a charge for a 
thermometer by the Consul at Havana, a 
charge of $400 for entertainments given

orulse about in in winter, they must ndt 
pay for the palm-leaf fan that cools the 
fevered brow of the United States Mar- 
shal in Arizona summers, andif they 
draw the line at banquets they logically 
shut out toothpicks. 

Their list shows a wonderful variety of 
expedients for “sneaking” money out of 
the Treasury, and that even Oabinet 
officers and foreign ministers fall into 
loose and careless ways without intending 
to be dishonest. Our Minister to England 
is docked $48.08 for an overcharge of one 
day’s salary, and our Minister to Portu- 
gal figures also in an overcharge of one 
day’s salary. Secretary Bayakrp is miffed 
because the Comptroller demands copies 
of State Department telegrams as vouch- 
ers far the charges paid thereon and will 
not allow the charges without such vouch- 
ers. The relations between Mr. DURHAM 
and other departments are strained for 
similarreasons, and nearly every Indian 
agent seems to be in hot water on ac- 
count oflame vouchers and disallowed 
charges. 

It is said that nearly every item of this 
immense list has been sustained by some 
Cabinet officer and has been rejected only 
after a contest with such officerand in 
spite of his protest. If this is not a mere 
campaign lie told by the Republicans, it 
would seem that a Comptroller who can- 
not be bulldozed can be one of the most 
useful wheels in the running gear of an 
administration.

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SENATOR Dolrn of Oregon is faithfully 
carrying out his promise made to the 
woman suffrage committee. His speech 
on the bill providing for the admission of 
Washington Territory into the Union was 
full of zeal and enthusiasm for the strug- 
gling cause of female suffrage. Women 
now vote in Washington Territory, and if 
it is admitted into the Union it will be the 
only State with a constitutional provision 
for woman suffrage; and Senator DOLPH 
affirms that, for this reason, it will be the 
only State with a truly republican form of 
government. The tone and temper of the 
Senator’s speech are indicated by the fol- 
lowing extract: ‘‘I regard the struggle go- 
ing on in this country and elsewhere for 
the enfranchisement of women as but 
a continuation of the great struggle 
for human liberty which has, from the 
earliest dawn of authentic history, con- 
vulsed nations, rept kingdoms, and 
drenched battlefiel ith human blood.” 
Under the séimulating influence of such 
headlong championship, the sluggish 
cause of woman suffrage ought to show 
more active signs of life and hope. The 
main obstacle in its way is the fact that 
most women are indifferent about it or 
opposed to it. When the womanhood of 
the world desires and demands the right 
of suffrage, it ought to be granted; but it 
is not certain that women asa class will 
ever entertain such a desire or make such 
a demand.

A Gentlemafily Agreement, 
Boston Herald. 

The combination by which the producers of 
coal bave agreed to put up the price of that 
article and to limitthe amount of production 
is said not to bea combination, but simply 
‘‘an agreement Detween gentiemen.’’ Now, 
wherein this compact for personal profits is 
any better than compacts for similar purposes 
made between workingmen, it isimpossible to 
affirm. The members of the coal ring make all 
of the consumers of coal tm this part of the 
country pay them a price considerably in 
advance of what would be charged under 
free competition, and in this way they, in 
all probability, limit production in certain 
manufacturing industries, and possibly 
in other instances, entirely prevent 
production. In other words, the effect is 
almost precisely the same as ademand made 
by a combination of workingmen to have their 
pay increased under threat of preventing pro- 
duction if their wishes are not complied with. 
And yet, there are many persons who look 
upon the desire of these wealthy coal pro- 
ducers, to enrich themselves by some addi- 
tional thousands or millions as a perfectly 
permissible proceeding; while corresponding 
attempts on the part of workingmen, instead 
of being ‘‘an agreement between gentlemen,’’ 
are held to be a lawless association of mis- 
guided men, who are hardly more than com- 
munists or socialists in disguise. However, 
before many years are over, we are likely to 
look atand judge of these matters in a differ- 
ent and truer light. 


Gould and the Strike. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

Had Mr. Gould, as President of the Missouri 
Pacific, meant what he said as toadesire to 
arbitrate, the strike would have been over by 
this time and the trains would have been in 
motion all along the line. It is true that he 
had agreed with Vice-President Hoxie that the 
railroad strikers had no grievances, and that 
the company should not recognize the Knights 
of Labor for purposes of negotiation, since 
there was nothing to negotiate. But when he 
consented to meet General Master Workman 
Powderly and recognized him as General 
Master Workman of the Knights of Labor he 
gave away part of this ground; and 
when he expressed a readiness to arbi- 
trate ‘‘any differences, past and present,’’ 
he surrendered all that was necessary 
to put an end to the strike. He had only to 
enforce his own expressed wish in regard to 
arbitration. If there were no real grievances 
onthe part of the strikers, which seems to be 
generally conceded, then it would have been 
so much the easier to reach a settlement. But 
by consenting to arbitrate,and then withdraw- 
ing his consent, Mr. Gould created a difficulty 
where none existed before, and seriously in- 
creased the embarrassment of the situation. 
By his management he enlarged a difference 
with the employes of the Missouri Pacific into 
a conflict with the entire order of the Knights 
of Labor.

THE COURT’S REMARKS. 
Judge Brewer this morning after deciding

If 
it had been shown that the money 
been stolen from the attorney or that he had 
lost it under circumstances over which he 
no control the orderfor payment would not 
fo. It was shown, however, in this case that 
t was one involving prior misconduct. It was 
not an attempt to collect money by imprison- 
ment, but the foundation of the proceeding 
was the professional misconduct -

client and not paying over to that client. ° I¢ 
was contended by counsel that disbarment 
was beyond the scope of this proceeding. In 
the Paschal case, which was exactly parallel 
to the Laurie case, the United States Supreme 
Court held that for such improper conduct 
the court could entertain a summary 
roceeding and punish by Ane or 
mprisonment or i dismissal.

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A SUCCESSFUL WORKMAN. 


A Sketch of Wm.A.McDowell, who Assisted 
at the New York Conference. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New Tonk, April 3.—When General Master 
Workman Powderly of the Knights of Labor was 
in this city Wm. A. McDowell was spoken of ia 
connection with the conference with Jay 
Gould. Who he was and what he was few peo- 
ple seemed to know. Mr. McDowell was born 
in New Jersey, and is 88 years old. He learned 
the maebinist’s trade. While an apprentice 
he first began to interest himself about labor 
matters. It was the custom among manufac- 
turers then to put a boy to work on a machine 
and keep him at that one machine without a 
chance to learn how touse any other, The 
boys in the Newark Machine Company's em- 
ploy one day went into avacant room at noon- 
time, and with locked door discussed 


the situation and finally agreed to exchange 
machines with one another. The foreman 
was one of the apprentices and he soon joined 
the secret society and later allthe men in the 
employ of the company were members of it, 
The members spread the idea and the move- 
ment became general throughout Newark. 
When the Knights of Labor were organized 
most of them joined the order. Mr. McDowell 
is at presentpresident of a manufacturing 
company in Arlington, N. J. His first appear- 
ance as à railroad man was in the Greenwood 
Lake Railroad of New Jersey. When the com- 
pany was reorganized several years o, he 
was mace secretary of the company. In the 
management and development of this road he 
was brought into contact with ex-Gov. Tilden. 
Sincethen he has been connected with Mr. 
Tilden as an expert in many cases. Heawas 
also interested in other roads. Hels presi- 
dent of the Sea Beach, New Tork & Coney 
Island Railroad. When he took that road, he 
said, it had been earning $30,000 per year for 
three years. .. In the first year under his man- 
agement it earned $85,000, and in 1884, $247,000. 
Mr. McDowell has been treasurer of the 
American Institution of Christian Philosophy, 
and was one of the organizers, and is a mem- 
ber of the Executive mmittee of the Twi- 
light Club. He built a fine olub-house at 
Greenwood 6. He said: An honestly 
conducted corporation is the most natural and 
complete co-operative institution that can 
be planned. The thing that will bring 
into proper understanding capital and labor 
is to encourage the workingman to 
save and invest his money in the stock of the 
company for which he works. The best work- 
man is he who does his best to save all he can, 
and ifthe managers of railroads and other 
companies saw to it that they aided their 
workmen to become joint owners with them 
in the corporation and carefully promoted the 
men who saved the most material and invested 
the most in the company, and then on the an- 
nual election day of the company give a hol 
day to every employe who was a stockholder, 
seeing toit that he had a pass to attend the 
meeting and was there, all difficulties between 
employers and employes would be settled. 
The man who owns the single share of stock in 
the company would speak of it as ‘our’ com- 


pany.’’ 
Mr. McDowell was also consulted as an 
expert about the proposition to reduce 


the fare on the elevated roads to 5 cents, dur- 
ing the parts ofthe day when the working 


people traveled. He made an exhaustive 
study of the question and reported —— 7 
He has also been oue ot the advocates of 5 


cent elevated roadsin New Jersey. He be- 
leives that if cheap transportation is provided 
for New Jersey, many thousands of working 
people can own homes of their oon. A com- 
mittee of prominent people in New Jersey 
have indorsed his views, among them William 
Walter Phelps, the Mayors of Newark and Jer- 
sey City, and Amos Clark. Mr. McDowell has 
never held office in the Knights of Labor.

Lzexrvoron, Mo., April 3.—Jeff Wilson's last 
night on earth was spent with Messrs. Sam 
Beggerstaff and Sam Keller, who reported him 
as having been inan unusually good humor, 
he having narrated numerous humorous an- 
ecdotes. At 12:80 a. m. helaid down and went 
to sleep, resting well till daylight. 

There was nothing particularly interesting 
about the execution whieh ocourred atthe 
county rock-pileon Water street, unless it 
be that atthe last legal execution preceding 
that of to-day, Sheriff John Bowman, father 


of the present Sheriff, officiated, . and 
that the first man hanged dere 
some time in the thirties, was 


sentenced by Judge John F. Riland, father of 
the present Judge, who sentenced Wilson. 
The reading of the death warrant to the con- 
demned man did not seem to move him, and 
when the procession was taken up from the 
jail to the place -of execution, he was cheerful 
and smiled recognition to all as he 
passed along. He made a talk of seventeen 
minutes, and when the drop fell his feet 
touched the ground. He was hurriedly drawn 
up and the rope shortened. His neck was 
broken. Life was pronounced extinct in 
twelve minutes. Five thousand people had 
an excellent view of the execution. 
WILSON’S ORIME. 

Jeff Wilson, who was hanged to-day, gave 
his life for a crime committed at an early hour 
onthe morning of July 31. 1884, his victim 
being Jennie Sanford, hie mistress, who was 
also intimate with white men. Jeff was 
unaware of this fact until a few days before he 
killed her, she having, by reason of being 
more shrewd and intelligent than he, suc- 
ceeded in blinding him to the truth for several 


months. This state of affairs could not al- 
ways be kept secret, however, and when Wil- 
son discovered it, he brooded over the matter 
until the takin of her life seemed 


only that which could recompense 
im for the hard-earned wages 
all thrown away upon her. On the date 


mentioned, he went tothe home of Nelson 
Davis, where Jennie had a room, and 
passing into her apartment where 
she was asleep, he awakened her and 
commanded her to get up as he wanted 
herto go uptown. She refused, telling him 
she cared to have no further dealings with 
him, when he replied, with an oath: ‘‘I’ve got 
itin for you, and will do you up.’’ Afew 
more wordsfwere exchanged, the woman b 
this time being in a sitting posture in bed an 

aln refusing to go up town. Wilson, witha 
vile imprecation, drew a pistol and 

FIRED AT HER, ; 
the bullet grazing the chin, making a cirole to 
the neck and passing downward into the stom- 
ach. Wilson stood against the door by which 
he had entered, cutting off flight in that di- 
rection, but the woman, dangerous as was 
her wound, leaped from the bed, her life- blood 
spurting out in a great stream, and 1— a 
door in the opposite side of the room from its 
fastenings, she gained the porch,across which 
she ran, Wilson appeared in the dovr- 
way, ffiring again, the second shot 
taking effect between the sixth and seventh 
ribs, near the back. e woman, with uplifted 
hand,shrieked for mercy, when Wilson fired the 
third time, inflicting a wound on the hand 
which was 9 7 y held out to him. Gain- 
ing the end of the porch, with three wounds, 
two of which were fatal, Wilson’s victim 
leaped over a paling fence and dropped dead 
in the street. He surrendered himself, telling 
different persons, on his way to jail, what he 
had done. Excitement ran high when the 
murder became generally known, and had not 
a report been designedly circulated that W- 
son bad escaped,it is likely 
SUMMARY VENGEANCE 

would have been wreaked upon him. In Oc- 
tober, following, he was tried for murder, the 
resuit being conviction and the date of his ex- 
ecution was fixed for December 26. An appeal 
was taken to the Supreme Coust, which 
granted a new trial and again there was a con- 
viction, the execution this time being fixed 
for December 18. Another appeal was taken 
to the Supreme Court, which affirmed the 
rulling of the lower court, designating April 
L as the day on which the execution should 
take place. Wilson’s divorced wife, Jennie 
Hockaday, is in jail under indictment for 
murder in the first degree.

The English Workingman, Under-Secretary 
of the Home Office, 
From the London Labar Guardian. 
Henry Broadhurst, M. P., the new Under- 
Secretary of the Home Department, is a 


journeyman stone ma- 
son b trade, and 
worked at it until 1872, 
when he was elected 
Secretary of the Labor 
r League, 
and then laid aside the 
chiseland hammer for 
life. He was born in 
1840, In a village near 
Oxford. He learned to 
read and write at the 
1 village school, which he 
left when 12 years old, and soon afterwards 
began to assist his father who was a journey- 
man stone mason, and to learn that trade. He 
evidently learned it quickly and thoroughly, 
as when but 17 years ofage he was able to 
earn a journeyman’s wages, and secured 
membership in the Masons’ Trade Union. He 
moved about a great dealin his efforts to get 
employment where works of importance were 
in progress. He could always secure steady 
work in London, but preferred the purer air of 
the country, even with less wages. In his 
wanderings he traveled thousands of miles 
and saw most places of note in the country, 
and gained much knowledge of men and 
things. In 1866 he settled permanently in Lon- 
don, and took an interest in public affairs. 
With his trade he joined thereform agitation 
that arose about that period. He occupied a 
rominent position among the London masons 
n the lockout in 1872, and was instrumental in 
bringing it toan amicable termination, with 
reat and lasting advantage to the men. In 
875 he was elected Secre of the 
Parliamentary Committee of the Trades- 
Union Congress. Three years later the 
workingmen of Stoke-on-Trent elected him to 
represent them in Parliament. The Illustrated 
London News (Feb. 27), after sketching his 
career, says: ‘‘Mr. Broadhurst has received 
no education in the ordin sense of the 
word. Everything that he knows he has 
learned by hard practical experience, and he 
ascribes most of his real education to his con- 
nection with the Trades Union. He has great 
faithin unionism, apart from its relation to the 
master and servant question, believing that it 
causes men to take a keener interest in all 
matters of importance tothe nation. 
As the firat Englishman or British subject 
really of the working class who has become a 
Minister of State, Mr. Broadburst’s appoint- 
ment is the mark of a new social and political 
era, and his personal merits are such as to 
justify our hearty congratpiation.’’
